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DETAILED ACTION 

This is a first office action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Lee (US Patent No. 
6,666,224). 

Lee shows and teaches an umbrella comprising: a pole (1) having an axially extending 
wire hole, a frame supporting a cover thereon, the frame including a plurality of support ribs (2), 
a plurality of stretcher ribs (52), a runner (no number) sleeved movably secured on the pole (1), 
and a plurality of lamp holes (21) formed on the support ribs and extending through a top surface 
to a bottom surface of the support rib, a plurality of lamps (4) mounted respectively and 
detachably within the lamp holes (21) (see Fig. 2), a plurality of branch wires (41) connecting the 
lamps respectively and electrically to a main wire extending through the wire hole in the pole to 
a power supply, and the branch wire members (41) being disposed between the cover and the 
corresponding support ribs. 
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3. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Li (US Patent No.6, 
923,194). 

Li shows and teaches an umbrella comprising: See Fig. 8, a pole (22") having an axially 
extending wire hole, a main wire extending through the wire hole, a frame supporting a cover 
thereon, the frame including a plurality of support ribs (242"), a plurality of stretcher ribs (243"), 
a runner (32") sleeved movably secured on the pole (22"), and a plurality of lamp holes formed 
on the support ribs and extending through a top surface to a bottom surface of the support rib 
(see Fig. 2 A), a plurality of lamps (321) mounted respectively and detachably within the lamp 
holes (no number) (see Fig. 2 A), a plurality of branch wires (322) connecting the lamps 
respectively and electrically to a main wire extending through the wire hole in the pole to a 
power supply, and the branch wire members (322) being disposed inside a slot formed on a top 
of a support rib which is considered to disposed between the cover and the corresponding 
support ribs as claimed. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 2-4 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims. 

Citations 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Lin '261, Li '667, Li '135, Kuelbs '713, Pan et al. '249, Lee '856, Lee '140 teach 
various umbrellas having lamps mounted on the support ribs as similar to the claimed invention. 
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Stratton '192, Lai '560, Trueson '310, Pisani '163, teach various lamps being mounted to a 
support device by retainers as similar to the claimed invention.
